forward

The on-again off-again plans to purchase 
the former DXR Computers building in 
downtown Grayling appear to be back on 
again. 

The Grayling City Council, last: week, 
gave City Manager/Police Chiel Doug 
Baum approval to research buying the 
property located at 117 Michigan Avenue 
with intentions of demolishing the building. 

The plans to purchase and raze the build- 
ing were reignited by AuSable Artisan 
Village Project volunteers, who are seeking 
a place downtown to hold classes and spe- 
cial events. So far, buildings the volunteers 
have been researching are too pricey. 
Community feaders have been working on 
the AuSable Artisan Village project with 
Kirtland Community College over the past 
year. 

Earlier this year, the Grayling Cily 
Council was offered the first chance to pur- 
chase properties within the city limits that 
were foreclosed upon by the Crawford 
County Treasurer's office because of non- 
payment of taxes. It was proposed that the 
cily look at the building for the AuSable 
Artisan Village as well as other parcels for 
pocket parks. but the city council opted not 
lo take advantage of the offer to purchase 
the land. 

No bids were made to purchase the DXR

Up the AuSable 
River in honor of 

a renowned canoeing 
exhibitionist

Two teams of — eight 
canoeists made the trip up 
the AuSable River from 
Lake Huron and down the 
Manistee River to Lake 
Michigan to honor a pad- 
dler who was recently 
inducted into the Michigan 
Canoe Racers Association's 
Hall of Fame.

Brian Keel made the shore- 
to-shore trip in honor of 
Jerry Cesar. Cesar was trag- 
ically killed in a canoeing 
accident in) 1975, while 
paddling = with) world- 
renowned canoe adventurer 
Verlen Kruger. He was 34. 

The men were attempt 
ing to paddle the White 
River, across Lake Superior 
to) the north shore of 
Ontario. Then, they planned 
to climb Tip Top Mountain, 
a 2,099-foot peak and one 
of Ontario’s (illest: heights 
of tand, focated in’ the 
Pukaskwa National Park. 
Cesar’s canoe capsized in 
an oarea called angler’s 
rapids and he was never 
found, 

In September 1998, Todd 
Cesar, Dan Smith and 
Kruger attempted the voy- 
age and climb again, They 
made it one day up the 


mountain, but had to. pull 
back because of Kruger’s 


arthritic knees and time 
constraimtys. 
finally, in 2005, Fodd 


Cesar and Dan Smith made 
it up the mountain. Cesar’s 
son joined them on the voy- 
age. but opted not to climb 
the mountain. 

Ironically, Kruger had 
died the year before they 
achieved their feat. 

“He was watching over 
us then” Dan Smith said. 

That trip was more about 
mourning and finding clo- 
sure for Cesar The shore- 
to-shore trip, completed this 
weekend, was to honor 
Cesar’s induction into the 
Hall of Fame and having his 
name placed on the memo- 
ral. 

“T wanted to keep if a cel- 
chration and a good time.” 
he said. “I've got his grand- 
son out here doing a cross- 
state trip. Pim sure he would 


just’ be smiling car-to-car. 


He was a diehard paddler 
and he paddled all time. He 
lived and breathed it) and 
built his own canoes and 
tripping canoes.” 

Jacob Cesar said he ts 


just getting into long-dis- 


lance paddling and timed 
races “hard-core.” 

“Pm really happy to 
enjoy the life style that he 
was always about,” he said.

School district, county board agree 
to deal to keep deputy in schools

The Crawford AuSable 
School District and the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners agreed to a 
one-year pact that will keep 
school liaison officer Chase 
Barnett in the school hall- 
ways. 

The board and Crawford 
AuSable School District 
Superintendent Joe Powers 
hammered out a deal, which 
will keep Barnett in the 
schools full-time, before the 
county board adopted its 
budget for the 2010-11 fis- 
cal year. 

Before agreeing to the 
one-year funding deal, 
Barnett was just slated to 
work as the school liaison 
officer for 25 percent of his 
lime through the Grayling 
High School Viking Vision 
Academy Program. The 
mission of the program is to 
prevent students dropping 
out of high school as fresh- 
man and sophomores and to 
encourage them to explore 
post graduation — career 
oplions. The program is 
being funded by an Office 
of Juvenile Justice and 
Delinquency — Prevention 
grant, 

Last month, Powers pro- 
posed to negotiate with 
Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Office and county leaders to 
fund the position through 
the end of the 2010-11 
school year. 

Gov. Jennifer Granholm 
is expected to apply for 
$312 million in funds 
through the federal EduJobs 
Bill. Passed by the federal 
lawmakers in August, the 
legislation is aimed lo bring 
back thousands of teachers 
who were pink-slipped in 
the spring due to school 
budget woes across the 
nauion. 

Before last Wednesday’s 
meeting, the county budget- 
ed $20 from its fund bal- 
ance, 22,000, which includ- 
ed $10.000 from the school 
district to leverage $12,000 
from the Crawlord County 
Family Courts Childcare 
fund, to fund the Haison 
ofticer, An additional 
$12.000 was carried over to 
the current budgct from the 
sheriffs seasonal traffic 
officer program, which runs 
from Memorial Day to 
Labor when traffic and 
tourism is as iUs Inghest in 
the community, Finally, the 
school district had pledged 
an added $25,000 to the mix 
because of the anticipated 
extra federal funding. 

But a discrepancy in the 
budgeting used by the 
Crawford County 
Undersheriff Shawn Krayes 
and County Administrator 
Paul Compo caused a gap in 
in funding to cover 
Barnett’s salary) for an 
entire 12 months. It cost 
$90,000 to fund a full-time 
deputy with benefits, 

Typically. the Sheriff's 
Office hires a retired officer 
to serve as the seasonal trat- 
fic officer, who is paid a 
lower salary and does not

receive benefits. After the 
school year is over, Barnett 
will return to the road patrol 
at a higher cost to the coun- 
ly. 

Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk Wakefield pleaded 
with the board to keep 
Barnett in the school to 
continue having a positive 
influence on youth in the 
community. 

Historically, Wakefield 
said the traffic officer gen- 
erates an additional $40,000 
to $50,000 for the county 
while keeping county resi- 
dents and visitors safer dur- 
ing the busy summer 
months, 

“We're just doing our job 
and what im asking is for 
the board to take a little 
more out of that revenue 
and let’s keep this rolling,” 
Wakctictd said. 

Compo said that funds 
generated by the seasona! 
traffic officer go into the 
budgets for the Crawford 
County District Court, to 
help pay the salaries of 
court bailiffs and into the 
courthouse — preservation 
fund, which is used to help 
maintain the courthouse. 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 
man of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners, said people 
who think the county Is try- 
ing to line its coffers by 
issuing speeding tickets 
need to look in mirror - and 
at their speedometers - first. 

“There’s some people 
that look at this and think 
we're doing this by design.” 
he said. “To some degree, 
but you're not going to getia 
licket and you’re not going 
to pay if you're obeying the 
law. Anybody thats going 
to argue with me about that 
- have right at it. [T don't 
have an issue with that. Not 
at all” 

Some county commis- 
sioners felt) the county 
should spilt the cost 50-S0 
with the school district 
since the county — paid 
$49,0000 to fund the school 
liaison officer and school 
paid $11,000 for the posi- 
ion last years, — Last 
September, all schools in 
Michigan were hit) with 
three consecutive budget 
culs in a six-week period. 
Only one of the cuts was 
rescinded, Powers stressed 
to the county board. 

Ultimately, Powers said 
the school district could pay 
the added $11,000, bringing 
its total extra contribution 
up to $36,000. 

“Let's do it. Let's keep it 
going,” Powers said. 

Powers even proposed the 
school district and the coun- 
ly enter into a two-year 
agreement to fund the offi- 
cer. County officials, how- 
ever, said there are too 
many unknowns with its 
budget and what the state 
economy will be like 12 
months from now, 

“Next year is going to be 
ugly.” Stephenson said.

worse yet. For us to be able 
to cough up more money 
next year is going to be 
slim.” 

Crawford County 
Treasurer Joe Wakeley said 
it would be “political sui- 
cide” for both county and 
school officials to enter into 
a two-year funding deal. He 
noted that the county lost 
$170,000 in revenues 
because of declining prop- 
erty values and foreclosed 
properties when the bottom 
started to drop out of the 
housing market three years 
Ago. 

County Commissioner 
Mike Lange, chairman of 
the county ways and means 
commiftee, added that the 
county had to pull $120,000 
from its fund balance. 

“Our fund balance is 
down to [0 to 12 percent 
and that’s a pretty bare min- 
imum for government,” he 
said, 

Lange added that the 
county would likely see 
health care insurance costs 
spike after it received a one- 
time savings by switching 
insurance providers in May. 

“It would be tying this 
board’s hands pretty tight to 


come up with the funds if 


they’re not available,” 
Lange said, 

Powers noted that the 
county would benefit from 
adding another officer to the 
road patrol since the agrec- 
ment was reached to keep 
Barnett in the schools, 

“We're really talking 
another officer for the entire

National Fire Prevention 
Week begins Oct. 


As the country marks 
National Fire Prevention 
Week Oct. 3-9 — the 
American Red Cross is urg- 
ing everyone to help save 
lives by making sure their 
home is protected by 
smoke alarms. 

“The largest percentage 
of home fire deaths occur in 
homes with no smoke 
alarms or alarms that don’t 
work,” said David 
Gutierrez, Director of 
Disaster Relief Services. 
“Smoke alarms provide a 
minutes of advance 
warning im the event of a 
home tire, and that extra 
time can save lives.” 

People who do not have 
smoke alarms in their home 
should have them installed, 
and those with smoke 
alarms should make sure 
they have been properly 
maintained and updated. 

Smoke alarms should be 
installed on every Jevel of 
the home, as well as inside 
bedrooms, and outside 
sleeping arcas of the home. 
People should test’ their 
smoke alarms once a month 
by pushing the test button, 
and replace alarm batteries 
at least once a year. Other 
smoke alarm safety recom- 
mendations include: 

* Installing a new smoke 
alarm battery immediately 
if an alarm chirps, warning 
that the battery is low. 

* Teaching children what 
the smoke alarm sounds 
like, and what they should 
do when they hear 1. 

* Keeping the ajarm 
clean by vacuuming over

The Red Cross also rec- 
ommends that families cre- 
ate and practice a home fire 
escape plan, which should 
include at least two escape 
routes for every room in the 
home. Famihes should 
choose a convenient meet- 
Ing place outside of the 
home and practice their 
escape plan at least twice a 
year with all family mem- 
bers, 

Nationally, the Red Cross 
responds to thousands of 
local fires throughout the 
country every year. Last 
year our 13 county region, 
consisting of — Alcona, 
Alpena, Crawford, Tosco, 
Missaukee, Montmorency, 
Ogemaw, Oscoda, Otsego, 
Presque Isle, Roscommon, 


Santlac & Wexford 
Counties, Red Cross 
Disaster Relief volunteers 


responded to 86 house fires 
and provided 326 individu- 
als with over $68,000. in 
financial aid for emergency 
basic life needs resulting 
from the fire. 

The Red Cross reminds 
people of the following fire 
safety tips they should take: 

* Keep all sources of fucl 
(paper, clothing, bedding, 
and carpets or rugs) at least

heat sources when cooking, 
or using alternative heating 
like a space heater. 

* Don't leave the kitchen 
while frying, grilling or 
broiling food, and don't 
leave home while cooking. 

* Keep matches and 
lighters away from and out 
of the reach of children. 

* Ifa fire occurs, get oul 
and stay out, Call the fire 
department from a cell 
phone or neighbor's home. 

° If smoke or fire blocks 
the first escape route, use a 
second way. [f someone 
must exit. through smoke, 
they should crawl low 
under the smoke to the exit. 
If escaping through a 
closed door. feel the door 
before opening it. Tf the 
door is warm, get oul a dif- 
ferent way. 

* If smoke, heat. or 
flames block the way out, 
stay in the room with the 
door closed. Signal for help 
using a brightly colored 
cloth at the window. If 
there 1s a telephone in the 
room, call the fire depart- 
ment and tell them the loca- 
tion

With a little planning and 
some willpower, there are a 
few smart and easy ways to 
get your vehicle ready for 
the road. The key is to plan 
ahead and know the basics. 
Below are a few essential 
maintenance tps from 
Long that can pay off in the 
long run. 

¢ Change your oil regu- 
larly 

A regular oil change is 
the service most likely to 
help prolong the life of 
your vehicle, and it's espe- 
cially important to keep in 
mind before you head out 
on any long road trips. 
Changing the oil, not just 
topping it off, with a high- 
quality motor oi! that meets 
the specifications recom- 
mended by your vehicle's 
manufacturer can help your 


engine get the lubricant 
protection it needs. 

* Protect critical engine 
parts 

Just because you can't 
sce a problem, doesn't 
mean it's not there. Before 
taking a long trip or if you 
drive a lot, visit a trusted 
professional and make sure 
your car is properly tuned.

Department of Energy, reg- 
ular vehicle maintenance 
can improve gas mileage 
by an average of 4 percent.

A number of consumers 
have switched to low-qual- 
ity gasoline due to the 
struggling economy, That's 
understandable, but what 
most people don't know is 
that lower-quality gasoline 
can leave behind carbon 
deposits that can rob the 
vehicle of performance, 
may reduce gas 
mileage. 

Running your vehicle on 
empty is also not a part of 
good car care, because sed- 
iment from gasoline settles 
at the bottom of the gas 
tank and when the gas level 
in your car runs tow, your 
car uses the dirtiest gaso- 
line in its tank. Driving on 
a near-empty tank puts 
your car at risk to get this 
dirt into the fuel line and 
possibly the engine. 

"Maintenance ‘musts’ 
include regularly checking 
your vehicle's oil, fluids 
and filters,” says Long, 
"These basics are a critical 
part of any maintenance 
regime and relatively inex- 
pensive. By keeping these 
simple car care tips in 
mind, you can help keep 
your car running at its best 
for years to come.”

Take control of rising gas prices: 
Don’t let your money evaporate 


(Car Care Council) - 
Fight skyrocketing gas 
prices by taking control of 
your vehicle's unnecessary 
fuel consumption, advises 
the Car Care Council. 
Consumers can add miles to 
every gallon they pump by 
following a few casy and 
inexpensive maintenance 
steps with their car, SUV, 
minivan or pickup truck, 

“Most motorists don't 
realize that it's the little 
things that don't take a lot of 
time or cost much that can 
really make a difference 
when it comes to saving 
money at the pump,” said 
Rich White, executive 
director of the Car Care 
Council. "Loose or missing 
gas caps, under-inflated 
tires, worn spark plugs and 


dirty air filters all contribute 
to poor fuel economy.” 

The Car Care Council 
offers gas saving mainte- 
nance and driving Ups that 
really work: 

* Vehicle gas caps 
About 17 percent of the 
vehicles on the roads have 
gas caps that are eiher 
damaged, loose or are miss- 
ing allogether, causing 147 
million gallons of gas to 
vaporize every year. 

¢ Under-inflated tires - 
When tires aren't inflated 
properly it’s like driving 
with the parking brake on 
and can cost a mile or two 
per gallon. 

¢ Worn spark plugs — A 
vehicle can have either four, 
six or cight spark plugs, 
which fire as many as 3 mil- 
lion times every 1,000 


miles, resulting in a lot of 


heat and electrical and 
chemical crosion. A’ dirty 
spark plus causes misfiring, 
which wastes fuel. Spark 
plugs need to be replaced 
regularly.

* Dirty air filters — An air 
filter that is clogged with 
dirt, dust and bugs chokes 
off the air and creates a 
"rich" mixture — too much 
gas being burned for the 
amount of air, which wastes 
gas and causes the engine to 
lose power. Replacing a 
clogged air filter can 
improve gas mileage by as 
much as 10 percent, saving 
about 15 cents a gallon. 

Fuel-saving driving tps 
include: 

* Don't be an aggressive 
driver - Aggressive driving 
can lower gas mileage by as 
much as 33 percent on the 
highway and 5 percent on 
city streets, which results in 
7 to 49 cents per gallon, 

* Avoid excessive idling 
~ Sitting idle gets zero 
miles per gallon, Letting the 
vehicle warm up for one to 
two minutes is sufficient. 

* Observe the speed 
limit -— Gas mileage 
decreases rapidly at speeds 
above 60 mph.

statute, the property must 
be offered at a public auc- 
tion again, but no minimum 
bid has to be established 
and the city could obtain 
the property. The sale will 
be held on Oct. 30. 

Once the building is 
demolished, city leaders 
hope to establish an area 
where public restrooms 
could be housed and visitor 
information could be dis- 
played when the Grayling 
Regional 
Commerce is not open on 
the weekends. The area 
could also be used by the 
Grayling Farm Market and 
for other special events. 

In 2006, 
Grayling received an 
$85,400 Community 
Development Block Grant 
from the Michigan State 
Housing Development 
Authority to buy = and 
demolish the building. At 
the time, the city pledged a 
$33,820 match for the proj- 
ect. City officials, however, 
backed out of the grant 
when an environmental 
assessment indicated that 
asbestos had to be removed 
from the building. 

“Tt just got to the point 
where it was just not feasi- 
ble,” said Grayling Mayor 
Karl Schreiner. 

While the cost for an 
asbestos abatement has 
obviously gone up, Baum 
believes the city should 
pursue the project to spur

downtown — revitalization 
and economic develop- 
ment, City engineers 
Gosling Czubak have 
pledged their support to 
find Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation 
grants to help with the 
demolition and enhance- 
ments that will be made 
after the downtown eyesore 
is removed. 

“It may set us back, but 
in the grand scheme of 
things, it would serve as an 
area for what we want to 
do,” Baum said. 

Council Member Katic 
Farmer was supportive of 
the proposal.
